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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because drawing 1 states "<1/,1000 of net worth", 
but should probably state "<1/1,000 of net worth". Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

• Each claim should be capitalized (e.g., "A method for"); 

• Each claim recites, "entering a storing a bet offer" but should probably recite, 
"entering and storing a bet offer"; 
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• Claim 1 has a typographical error comprising two consecutive commas, and one 
of which should be deleted; 

• Claim 1 recites, "displaying said profile data along with said offer". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for "said profile data" and "said offer". For the 
purposes of this action, the claim will be interpreted such that "said profile data" 
refers to "a financial profile" and that "said offer" refers to "a bet offer". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Each of claims 1 and 2 are directed toward 
entering and storing data and then displaying the same data. Such operations do not 
amount to statutory subject matter for a patent as described in 35 U.S.C. 101. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Where certain types of descriptive material, such as music, literature, art, 
photographs and mere arrangements or compilations of facts or data, are merely stored 
so as to be read or outputted by a computer without creating any functional 
interrelationship, either as part of the stored data or as part of the computing processes 
performed by the computer, then such descriptive material alone does not impart 
functionality either to the data as so structured, or to the computer. Such "descriptive 
material" is not a process, machine, manufacture or composition of matter. (Data 
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consists of facts, which become information when they are seen in context and convey 
meaning to people. Computers process data without any understanding of what that 
data represents. Computer Dictionary 210 (Microsoft Press, 2d ed. 1994).) See MPEP 
2106. 

There is always some form of physical transformation within a computer because 
a computer acts on signals and transforms them during its operation and changes the 
state of its components during the execution of a process. Even though such a physical 
transformation occurs within a computer, such activity is not determinative of whether 
the process is statutory because such transformation alone does not distinguish a 
statutory computer process from a nonstatutory computer process. What is 
determinative is not how the computer performs the process, but what the computer 
does to achieve a practical application. See Arrhythmia, 958 F.2d at 1057, 22 USPQ2d 
at 1036. See MPEP 2106. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claim2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure 
which is not enabling. Steps critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not 
included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 

F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). Claim 2 recites measuring a bettor's stake 
"relative to said bettor's net worth". There is no indication in the claim as to how such 
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measurement is made, nor is there any indication as to how the bettor's net worth is 
known to the entity performing the measurement. As such, the claim fails to meet the 
enablement requirement under 35 U.S.C. 112. Appropriate correction is required. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01 . Each of the claims is directed toward a "method for 
enhancing and operating a bet display system"; however, there is no step recited by the 
claim that supports "enhancing" a bet display system. No enhancement step is clearly 
asserted in the claim. Appropriate correction is required. For the purposes of this 
action, the preamble of each claim will be interpreted solely as a method for operating a 
bet display system. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
5,071,135 to Campbell (hereinafter "Campbell"). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Campbell teaches a method for operating a bet 
display system, said method comprised of the following steps: 
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Entering and storing raw, financial data describing a bettor's financial condition in 
a financial profile of said bettor (see at least col. 3:7-48), 

Entering and storing a bet offer made by said bettor, including an amount of 
money that said bettor has at stake (e.g., the amount paid for a stock or property, the 
final value of which is determined by a random outcome; see at least 1:56-2:4 and 2:41- 
67). 

Upon a request by a user to display said bettor's bet offer, also displaying said 
financial profile of said bettor along with said bet offer (see at least fig. 3 and 3:66-4:7); 

Upon a request by a user to display said bettor's bet offer, invoking an algorithm 
for generating statistics from said financial data, said statistics measuring the 
significance of said bet offer relative to said bettor's net worth (see at least fig. 3 and 
3:66-4:7).
